Did it ever occur to the farmers 
of this county that they spend 
nearly $100,000 per annum for 
ham and bacon that they might 
just as well raise as not? And did 
it ever occur to them that they pay 
out enough anuually for fruit, veg- 
etables, flour and such like, that 
they might just as well raise, to 
more than pay the expense of run- 
ning their farms? We think not, 
for if they did they would cer- 
tainly tarn over a new leaf. The 
average farm will produce 
everything necessary to the sup- 
port of a family except tea, coffee, 
sugar and apices, end if they would 
raise a few chickens, turkeys and 
ducks, with a little bam and bacon 
to sell Occasionally, they would de- 


rive a revenue sufficient to pay for of 


those things. This Winter there 
has been fully 100,000 chickens ship- 
ped from Kansas, Nebraska and 
lowa to this Coast that the farmers 
of Nevada ought.to supply. The 
sagebrush lands are well adapted 
to the raising of chickens, and a 
few acres of now idle and worth- 
less land could be made profitable 
by digging a weil and putting a 
chicken-house on it. There is 
money in raising turkeys at from 
$1.50 to $2 a piece, and in chickens 
at from $6 to $9 per dozen. 

The soil of the State is especially 
adapted to the cultivation of peas, 
and no better hog feed grows. 
There is no better ham made than 
the Westphalian, and there is no 
such a thing as a corn-fed hog in 
Westphalia. 

We see no reason why Nevada 
should not at least supply enough 
ham and bacon for home consump- 
tion, and thereby save a large sum 
of money. Let the farmers think 
of this, and see if they don’t come 


to the conclusion that itis better to 
raise their own pork.
